Annie Bell, the colored serv ant, says

ing, and found her room full of smoke. 
She tried to run ov er to tlie part of the 
house the family were sleeping in, but 
found the hall so full of smoke that 
she oonld not do it, and returning to 
her room, raised the window, jumped 
to the ground, about 20 feet, and broke 
her aukle in so doiug. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hibbard, their sun 
Allen, aged 5, and baby Dorothy, Miss 
Fay Hibbard and Mrs. (4race Hibbard 
Lee, sisters, Barnesrille, O., perished 
in the smoke, and their bodies were 
more or less destroyed by fire. 
Mr. Hibbard is secretary of the Cen­ 
tral Ohio Natural Oas and Fuel co?n- 
pany, and is connected by marriage 
with the Deshlers, Huntingtons and 
others of the wealthiest families of 
Columbus. 
Four sous, less than 15 
years of age, and the colored serv ant, 
aged 18, and originally from Palatka, 
Fla., escaped by jumping from secoiid- 
itory windows. 
Mrs. Liee was the wife of a sou of the 
editor of the Barnesv ille Euterpri.se.

-R esidents of this 
oity are horrified by the terrible loss of 
life which attended the insignificant 
fire in the residenc of John II. Hibbard, 
1898 Fast Long street. 
The house is not badly burned, bot 
the interior woodwork ig all badly 
scorched. 
Probably the gas in the fur­ 
nace, which was turned low, flickered 
oat and then the whole house was 
gradually filled with gas. 
When the 
air was sufficiently charged with it, it 
was ignited from a burning gas jet. 
Annie Bell, the colored servant, says 
■he was awakened by a sense of chok­ 
ing, and found her room full of smoke.

W ashington, Jan. 8.—It Is authori­ 
tatively stated iii behalf of the adm in­ 
istration th at the Venezuelan commis­ 
sion will be ab.olute master of ifs own 
procedure, fixing the tu n '' and place of 
its meetings and determ ining for itself 
w hether or not it shall visit foreign 
countries; w hat class of evidence may 
be taken into consideration, and how 
interested governm ents may be repre­ 
sented before the tribunal. 
Our gov­ 
ernm ent will occupy the status of an 
exact neutral in the proceedings. 
The 
■tate departm ent will lend such assist­ 
ance as may lie ret;uired to facilitate 
the work of the commiMum in procur­ 
ing transportation for it on a I ’nited 
Mf ates w arship if th at is desired arni 
in supplying any records in its posses­ 
sion th at may be called for. 
But it 
will not allow itself to be placed in 
the position of taking sides as to tin 
m erits of the controversy 
From the beginning of the negotia­ 
tions With (treat Britain touching tin 
Venezuelan boundary the U nited m ates 
government, has 
expressly refrained 
front com m itting itself to a recog nitio n 
of the justice of Venezuela's claim and 
has limited itself strictly to the conten­ 
tion that this was proper m atter for 
settlement, tty arbitration. 
Moreover, 
the attitude which the departm ent has 
assumed tow ard the commission itself 
is regarded as a sufficient negative to 
the assumption in Europe that the 
United 
Buttes governm ent proposed 
constituting itself the arbitrator i i i this 
dispute, for the commissi od will be us 
independent of the United States gov­ 
ernm ent as it will be of any other gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Justice Brewer, when asked if the 
Commission was likely to go abroad to 
pursue its investigation, said it might 
lie th at the state departm ent had pre­ 
pared certain features of evidence re­ 
garded as essential, and which would 
serve as a groundw ork for Die investi­ 
gation. 
It m ight tie that Venezuela 
aud England would be asked to pre­ 
sent their respective cases. 
When this 
docum entary evidence was all in hand,

In speaking of the Venezuelan qUM* 
tion, an authority upou international 
affairs pointed out th at the present 
hostilities in the Transvaal furnished a 
direct and most opportune parallel to 
the Soutii American dispute. 
Tile note 
of the G erm an governm ent to Great 
Britain, requesting an explanation of 
Jum eson’s expedition into the Boers' 
territory aud protesting against it. he 
thought, would tend to fortify the 
argum ents of the U nited States in 
justification of its action regarding the 
Venezuelan Isjundary. 
The conditions 
of the two eases are not uulike.

Transvaal is nominally an independent 
republic, and < ierm any docs not claim 
to m aintain a protectorate over it any 
more than the U nited states does over 
Venezuela, yet (ierm any assumes a 
right to interfere to check British ag­ 
gressions.
